Future of Jaysees 
Convention Theme 


Future of the junior college was 
the predominating theme of the 
National Junior College conven- 
tion, which was held at Cincinnati 
recently and was attended by 
Superintendent Frank A. Hender- 
son, 


Opportunities for federal as- 
sistance offered junior colleges 
through the Smith-Hughes and the 
George-Dean acts, which suggested 
curricula for jayseés under these 


acts, were discussed at length. 
Charles Morris of San Mateo 
represented California at _ this 


session.’ 


A study of post-war planning 
for junior college education was 
presented by Dr. Lounsberry of 
San Bernardino, pointing out that 
those to be served fall in four 
categories: the demobilized, the 
industrial displaced, high school 
graduates with non-academic ob- 
jectives, others too old to enter 
high school and non-graduates of 
high school, and, lastly, those in 
the formal program leading to fur- 
ther academic learning. 


One of the greatest difficulties 
to the junior college was brought 
out when Major Carr, 'U.S. Army, 
reported that the jaysee must be 
prepared to take men trained in 
service schools, when they return 
from service, and continue where 
the army left off in training them 
in narrow and_ highly-specialized 
courses. The army through the 
Veterans’ Bureau will provide 
from one to three of free educa- 
tion for returning soldiers, it was 
brought out, and returning men 
will demand efficiency and speed.

500 Mar 


Night School See; 
Enrollment Gain; 
Day Classes Down 


Second semester enrollment is 
expected to reach a peak of 500, 
according to an announcement to- 
day by Registrar Mabel G. Whit- 
ing, who disclosed that 468 stu- 
dents have registered to date. 

A gain has been recorded in 
the jaysee’s night school enroll- 
ment with nearly 300 of the en- 
rolled students attending evening 
classes, Miss Whiting said. Moving 
of 82 classes formerly scheduled 
during the day to evening hours 
Was given by the registrar as the 
reason for the increase in evening 
class enrollment. 

Day school enrollment shows a 
drop over last year’s figures as a 
large number of students are 
working during the day and. tak- 
ing advantage of the jaysee night 
school to continue their education, 
Miss Whiting revealed. She added 
that nearly 70 per cent of the 
students are working while attend- 
ing college.

CAPITOL TO CAMPUS 


W ASHINGTON—(ACP)—Not 
all the good education ideas come 
from the hallowed precincts of 
America’s oldest and most famous 
colleges. Frequently those ideas 
spring from the ‘thigh grass’ col- 
leges of the West and Middle- 
west. And Washington has its new 
education ideas too. 

One of today’s most interesting 
and significant educational de- 
velopments is underway far up in 
the Northern Great Plains. in 
Traill County. North Dakota. This 
idea was born on the campus of 
the State Teachers’ College at 
Mayville. North Dakota. 

The idea—to integrate in nearly 
all college courses a knowledge 
of soil conservation and an under- 
standing of the need for man’s 
protection of the soil. 

The Mayville program, which is 
being carried out with the aid of 
the Soil Conservation Service of 
the Department of Agriculture in 
Washington, D.C., centers around 
the fundamental truth that every- 
thing man needs comes from the 
soil. It is based on the belief that 
we owe the soil our food. clothing. 
shelter and many fabricated pro- 
ducts of daily use. as well as a 
large share of our economic sta- 
bility. 

The Mayville teaching of soil 
needs and conservation is intend- 
ed not only for Mayville gradu- 
ates. but also for their future 
students in grade and high schools 
throughout the Middlewest. | 

Soil conservation is taught at 
this college by integration of the 
subject into existing courses, not 
by the addition of special courses. 
(Although some states have Jaws 
requiring or authorizing conser- 
vation education in individual 
courses, many educators today be- 
lieve that present. already crowd- 


ed curricula need added courses 
like Kate Smith nees added 
pounds.) 


Only a handful of other edu- 
eators throughout the United 
States are carrying on a program 
similar to Mayville’s. But wher- 
ever this program in use, it 
largely follows the same pattern 
—showing in history courses how 
lack of soil conservation has af- 
fected American history; in geog- 
raphy, how lack of conservation 
has created deserts in once fertile 
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regions; in sociology, how lack of 
conservation has caused a drop in 
land ownership and an increase in 
tenancy, which too frequently re- 
sults in poverty and serious social 
problems. 


In carrying out this program, 
the State Teachers’ College at 


Mayville is associated with six co- 
operating rural schools within a 
radius of 20 miles of the college. 
These rural schools are providing 
a laboratory for study of the ef- 
fectiveness of the theory of teach- 
ing soil conservation in the May- 
ville manner. 

At the rural schools, the child- 
ren plant trees in school yards to 
prevent erosion of the soil. They 
test soils for acidity, observe plants 
grown in the schoolrooms, pre- 
pare models of contoured and ter- 
raced fields (both representing 
conservation practices), test the 
water-holding capacity of various 
types of soils, rpepare programs 
on soil conservation for meetings 
of Parent-Teacher Associations 
and other community groups. 

The Mayville students learn, 
through watching the activities of 
these children, how they can best 
stimulate an interest in conser- 
vation when they become the tea- 
chers of other youngsters. 

Widespread understanding and 
salesmanship of soil conservation 
methods is of great importance to 
America’s post-war food and pro- 
duction problems and to plans this 
country may have for feeding 
starving and war-impoverished 
nations. The benefits to be reaped 
from soil conservation practices 
are indicated by some of the 1943 
food production -increases which 
were due to these practices. 
Among the increases were 55 mil- 
lion bushels of wheat; 45 million 
bushels of corn; 720 million pounds 
of cotto nseed; and 25244 million 
pounds of beef. 

But immediate food increases 
are still only one reason for con- 
servation. The biggest reason in 
the long run is simple salvation 
and preservation of the soil for 
use by future generations. 

The soil conservation education 
at Mayville is important and new, 
but it affects only a small geog- 
yaphical area and a small handful 
of America’s people. The Mayville 
program’s implications and _possi- 
bilities are tremendous, however, 
This was indicated by the Ameri- 
can Council on Education’s  se- 
lection of Mayville for a special 


study, a study which became a 
glowing, report of the college’s 
work jn teaching soil conserva- 


tion. 

It is possible that a new pat- 
tern of education for America is 
being cut out and tried and fitted 
at Mayville, North Dakota. 
MANPOWER IN PHYSICS 

The story of manpower in the 
field of physics is not a happy one. 
Today there are too few men and 
women in this field to provide 
physics training for Army and 
Navy personnel, war research and 
war production. And every phy- 
sicist called upon today for some 
new service must be pulled from 
a job where he jis already des- 
perately needed. 

These facts were revealed this 
week by Dr. Herman _ Briscoe, 
Chief of the Professional and 
Technical Training Division of the 
War Manpower Commission. 
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Lieutenant (j.g.) Stanley Wil- 
son, USNR, a former student; was 
a visitor here during registration 
while on leave. Wilson, before en- 
tering the service, held the posi- 
tion of journalism instructor at 
the Santa Ana high school and 
until recently has been stationed 
in the East. He has now been 
transferred to San Diego, where 
he is doing photography work. He 
is in charge of the training films 
for the Navy, most of which are 
sound motion pictures. The Navy 
uses four kinds of films, he dis- 
closed to Journalism Instructor, 
Mrs. Knipe, which are incentive, 
general instruction, specific step- 
by-step training, and morale.
